Washington, August 5.—A belated mes- 
gage from Minister Conger was received 
ioday at the state department. It came 
through Consul General Goodnow at 
Shanghai, who transmitted messages re- 
ceived by Mr. Ragsdale, United States 
consul at Tien Tsin, from Mr. Conger and 
Wr. Squires, secretary of the United 
States legation at Pekin. The advices are 
the same as those received a day or two 
ago by the state department from Consul 
Fowler at Chee Foo. The message was 
transmitted to President McKinley at 
Canton, and Mr. Adee, acting secretary 
of state, issued the following statement 
concerning it: 

“Consul General Goodnow, in a cable- 
gram dated Shanghai, August 5th, which 
was received at the state department at 
$ o'clock this (Sunday) morning, reports 
the receipt of Consul Ragsdale at Tien 
Tsin of messages from Minister Conger 
and the secretary of the latter, Mr. 
Squires, dated July 2ist, to the following

WANTS CONGRESS CONVENED. 


Senator Teller Discusses the Situa- 
tion in the East. 

Denver, Col., August 5.—In an interview 
published here today United States Sen- 
ator Henry M. Teller expressed belief 
that the “situation in China demands 


the immediate assembling of congress.” 

“The president,’’ Senator Teller added, 
“is not justified in going further to pro- 
tect our official representatives in that 
country. When that is done, our army 
must be withdrawn unless congress shall 
order otherwise. The psesident cannot de- 
clare war; that can only, be done by an 
act of congress, and the president cannot 
legally carry on a:war in China without 
such declaration.” ; 

Regarding the Philippines, the senator 
sald: 

“The war will cease in those islands 
when we satisfy the people there that we 
intend to concede them self-government. 
They are anxious for an opportunity ta 
prove their fitness to maintain a govern- 
ment of thelr own and a0 one who is 
familiar. with their character and ac- 
quirements can doubt their capacity in 
that respect. I have urged ever since the 
war began that we take steps to convince 
the Filipinos: that we are not going to 
deny them participation in their govern-

Paris, August 5, 7 p. m.—Cheng, director 
general of railways and telegraphs, has 
just communicated to the consuls at 
Shanghai, according to a special dispatch 
to The Temps, dated August 5th, an impe- 
rial decree, dated August: 2d, authorizing 
the foreign ministers in Pekin to commu- 
nicate without restriction with their gov- 
ernments and ordering their departure 
for, Tien Tsin under a good escort. The 
correspondent of The Temps, telegraph- 
ing today, says: 


“The number of allies leaving Tien 
Tsin is no better known here than are tha 
facts as‘ to the march itself, but it is 
rumored that the advance guard has been 
repulsed. 

“Li Peng Hing, former governor of 
Shan Tung, who is intensely hostile to 
Europeans, has been named commander 
of the Chinese forces.”’ 

The French foreign office has received 
the following dispatch from the French 
consul at Che Foo, dated August 2d: 

‘The governor of Moukden in a pro- 
clamation has urged the people of Man- 
churia to massacre Christians. Nearly 
all of the missions have been destroyed. 
The missionaries have organized for de- 
fegce and are assisted by other Chris- 
tians.’’ 


ADVANCE ON PEKIN BEGUN. 


American and British Forces Moved 
. Out on Thursday Last. 
London, August 6.—4 a. m.—The Amer- 

ican and British forces began the advance 


on Pekin last Thursday, according to a’ 
dispatch dated from Tien Tsin to The 
Daily Express. 

‘The main body of the allies,’’ continues 
the correspondent, “marched July 30th. 
General Chaffee was delayed by difliculties 
of disembarkation General Dorward (the 
British commander) had no such obstacles, 
and his celay is inexplicable. The other 
foreign trcops are now half way to Lofa. 
The force includes 20,000 Japanese, under 
General Yanmachuchi, and 10,000 Russians 
The British ferce totals 9,000 and other 
fcreign trcops are 7,000. We are weak in 
artillery. On August Ist a strong force 
of Chinese from the native city attacked 
Tien Tsin. By a series of brilliant charges 
cur troops drove the enemy from ‘their 
positions. The native city is still defiant, 
and the allies are unwilling to march 
troops through its streets, as this would 
mean a slaughter. When the Chinese saw 
so large a body of troops marching west- 
ward they apparently believed they would 
have an easy victory over those who were 


left.”’

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Mail announces the reception of an 
imperial edict, datei August 2d, crdering 
General Yung Lu to select high military 
and civil dignitaries together with a suffi- 
cient number of picked troops to escort 
the foreign ministers to Tien Tsin as soon 
as they desire to leave Pekin. By the 
terms of the edict, General Yung Lu will 
be held responsible for their safety, and 
he is given full authority to dea] sum- 
marily with those opposing the peaceful 
ressage of the escort. 

“By such-acts,’”’ concludes the edict, ‘do 
we show our good intentions to people 
from afar and open our bosoms to them.” 

Yokohame advices say that General 
Terauchi has reported to the Japanese 
government that ‘t is not advisable to 
send more troops to China, declaring that 
the united force is now ample to relieve 
the foreigners in Pekin. 

Chinese messages assert that, In addi- 
tion to causing the execufion of high func- 
ticnaries of pro-foreign tendéncy, Li Ping 
Heng has impeached Li Hung Chang, Liu 
Kun Yu, viceroy of Nanking and others, 
on a charge of maintaining relations with 
foreigners. A Tien Tsin dispatch dated 
August ist to Berlin gives the imperial 
edict issued July 27th ordering the recap- 
ture of Taku and Tien Tsin by troops 
from Shan Tung and the south, 

Detailed. accounts of the reconnaisance 
of July 30th say that the enemy’s guns 
attacked near Pi Sang were only the ad- 
vance post, and Pi Sang, it is believed, 
can only be captured after a hard strug- 
gle. General Gaselee and his staff, ac- 
companied the reconnaissance, but no 
troops were engaged. 

A dispatch to The Morning Post from 
Che Foo, dated July 30th, says: 

“The Russians at Tien Tsin refuse to 
allow the Americans to put up telephone 
wires on the railroad poles and they claim 
the railroad which English engineers are 
ready to work. 

“The river is full of railroad sleepers. 
Hundreds of dead bodies of Chinese, some 
decapitated, are floating in/ the stream.”’ 

Four more missionaries, according to 
Shanghai advices’ dated Saturday, have 
been murdered near Hankow. The Tien 
Tsin correspondent of The Times, wiring 


July 31st, says: 

“Previous decision to move tomorrow 
has been reversed. It is reported that 
the American commander is unwilling to 
advance until he is re-enforced. The Jap- 
anese reconnoisance vesterday apparently 
inclined them to favor waiting for further 
re-enforcements. The Russians and 
French acquiesced... General Gaselee is 
anxious to advance, but his command is 
so small, only 3,000, that he cannot take 
the lead. The date for the departure of 
the expedition is therefore uncertain.” 

Commenting upon this dispatch, The 


Tin.es says: 

“It is perhaps inevitable, although un- 
doubtedly disappointing, that the advance 
should be deiayed.”’

‘Californian Killed in His Berth 
on a Pullman Car, 


SHOT THROUGH THE HEAD 


Highwaymen Compel Conductor To 
Lead Them Through Coaches, 


| MONEY AND WATCHES ARE TAKER 


Passengers Are Aroused from Their 
Slumbers To Face a Pistol and 
an Order To Give Up 
Their Cash and 
Valuables. 


Salina, Kan., August 5.—Union Pacific 
eastbound passenger train No. 4, which 
left Denver last night, was held up.by 
two masked men several miles west of 
Hugo, Col., ninety miles this side of 
Denver. The passengers in/the Pullman 
sleepers, were robbed of their money and 
valuables. An old man named Fay, 2 
resident of California, who had been vis- 
iting Denver and was on his way to St. 
Louls, refused to surrender his valuables 
and fired a shot at one of ‘the robbers 
but missed. Thereupon the robbers fired, 
one shot entering Fay’s mouth and com- 
ing out at the back of his head, killing 
him almost instantly. The robbers stop- 
ped the train, jumped off and escaped. 

The robbers got on one of the sleepers 
near Limon and after the train had start- 
ed the men made a noise at the door. The 
conductor. thinking they were tramps, 
opened the door to put them off. The 
robbers. who “were masked, pointed a 
pistol at his head and ordered him to lead 
the way through the coaches. All the 
passengers were asleep, and the conduc- 
tor was ordered to wake them one at a 
time. The frightened passengers were 
told to keep quiet or they would be killed, 
and at the same time they were asked to 
hand over their mouey amd valuables. 
The robbers obtained about $100 in cash 
and a number of gold watches and other 
pieces of jewelry3 The robbery took place 
a few minutes before 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing. The body of Fay was taken off 
at Hugo and shipped to Denver. He was 
sixty-six years of age and a prominent 
Odd Fellow of California. The conduc- 
tor. who was compelled to hold a bag 
while the robbers relieved the passengers, 
lost his watch and asked that it be re- 
his train on time. The robbers gave it 
back. 

After ransacking the two coaches the 
men made the conductor pull the bell

PASSENGERS TELL OF ROBBERY. 


Men and Women Describe the High- 
Wwaymen’s Work. 
Kansas City, Mo.. August 6,—The train

Mr. Buck: 


“It was a most exciting experi 
was awakened by a noise thadaainarentts 
came from the front platform. Then f 
heard the command, ‘Don’t make a move 
but hand out your valuables,’ and look- 
ing up, saw a revolver not six inches 
from my face. I affected not to hear, 
conjuring up a way to:secrete the money 
I had. 

“ “Hand out. quick,’ came the second 
command, and then my wife reached 
under the pillow, got her purse and ex- 
tended it to the man behind the gun. 
He dropped the purse into a pocket and 
then passed on to the next berth. A 
few minutes later I heard a shot. severa! 
angry exclamations. and then for a min- 
ute or so quiet reigned. This shot an- 
nounced the death of William J. Fay. 
His daring had cost him his life. When 
the men ordered him to throw up his 
hands he showed fight. He opened his 
valise and secured his revolver, but be- 
fore he.could raise it the taller of the 
two bandits killed Fay. Later the pas- 
sengers figured up their losses and the 
total in money did not amount to $20.” 

Mr. Buck got a good look at the men. 

“One was over six feet tall,’’ he said, 
“and the other was about fivé feet six 
inches.» Both wore masks and acted like 
old hands at the business.’’ 

Ida B. .Martin, a music teacher, and 
Cora B. Kelsey, a stenographer, both of 
Kansas City, also had an exciting expe- 
rience. They were awakened by the 
entrance.of the bandits. The porter had 
been reduced to a state of subjection 
by having a revolver pointed at his 
head, and while one robber guarded him, 
the other made the rounds of the berths. 
Miss Kelsey said: 

“The curtains were swept aside, a re- 
volver poked into my face and a com- 
mand, ‘Give me your money!’ was made. 

‘‘*T have no money,’ I replied. 


‘“*Yes, you have,’ he retorted, with. a. 


menacing gesture. When I repeated I 
had nothing he got mad and demanded 
fiercely, ‘Give me your pocket book.’ 

“Tl handed it over and after he had 
taken the 50 cents collected, he threw it 
back to me with an oath.” ‘ 

From Miss Martin: the robber secured 
two finger rings. She protested that she 
had nothing and he demanded the rings, 
got them and said: 

“Thank you,” and made his way to the 

next berth. 
“Charles V. Fyke, a Kansas City laws 
yer, was among those robbed. Mr. Fyke 
gives a graphic description of the murder 
of Mr. Fay. He said: 

“Near Limon two men were discovered 
on the platform of the rear Pullman. The 
Pullman conductor, D. B. Smith, mistook 
them for tramps and ordered them to

revolvers, both flashing weapons in the 
conductor’s face, one handed him a flour 
sack. ‘Hold it with both hands,’ said he, 
‘and wake up the passengers.’ Then they 
began a systematic search of the car. 

“Tt was in the dark and all the passen- 
gers had retired several hours before. One 
robber guarded the conductor while the 
other extorted money ana valuables from 
the passengers at the point of a revoiver. 
All the passengers in the rear Pullman 
were soon plundered and then the ban- 
dits entered the forward Pullman, where 
I was. An aged man, A. J. Fay, discover- 
ed what was taking place before anyone 
else in the car. He partially emerged 
from his berth and presented a revolver 
through the folds of the curtain. At the 
same time Fay fired and it is belleved the 
bullet struck one of the men, but of that 
no one was sure. Fay fell like a log and 
was dead before his body touched . the 
perth. The bullet had entered his mouth 
and passed through his head. - His blood 
and brains were scattered over the berth.

CHICAGO POLICE KEPT BUSY 


Red Flag Devotees Refuse To Obey 
Orders and a Fight Ensues. 


TWENTY-FIVE PERSONS INJURED 


Five People Are Arrested, Mrs. Lucy 
Parsons Being One of the Num- 
ber, and a Lot of Trouble-_ 
Raising Literature Is 


Captured. 


Chicago, August 5.—An anarchist ri 
occurred this afternoon at the corner of 
Twelfth and Halstead streets in which 
twenty-five people were bruised in a 
struggle with forty-five police, summon- 
ed to quell the disturbance. Five persons 
were arrested, among them being Mrs, 
Lucy Parsons, widow of Albert R. Par- 
sons, 
1887, in Chicago for aiding and abetting 
the bomb throwing in the Hay Market 
riot. She was charged with disorderly 
conduct, obstructing the street and resist- 
ing an officer. } 

The others arrested were: 

Paul Vandree, charged with distributing 
incendiary literature. 

Clement Pfuetzner, charged with as- 
sault, disorderly conduct and obstructing 
the street. ’ 

Herman Goodman, charged with dis- 
tributing incendiary literature. 

Abraham E. Delstadt, charged with dis- 
orderly conduct, obstructing the street 
and resisting an officer. 

A mass meeting had been called at West 
side Turner hall at which speeches were 
to be made by Mrs. Parsons and others 
on the topic,,“‘The Execution of the King 
of Italy."" The call concluded “workmen, 
come in cro ,;and show that the feeling 
of brotherhood \s strong among you.” 

Mrs. Parsons on her way to the 
hall, when, feeling ill from the intense 
heat, she stepped into a shaded doorway 
to rest. 
lice officer, pushing through the crowd, 
caugh+,.a glimpse of Mrs. Parsons. 

Thinking she was making an anarchis- 
tic speech he endeavored to disperse the 
crowd. His efforts were in vain and the 
officer sent in a call for re-enforcements. 
Additional officers arrived and immediate- 
ly a@ general fight was precipitated. Fists 
and clubs were used and the officers, find- 
ing themselves being worsted, sent in a 
riot call. The number of police was in- 
creased to forty-five and they rushed into 
the throng. Mrs. Parsons was seized. 
It‘is claimed she resisted arrest and her 
associates fought for her. Bricks were 
thrown, clubs were wielde@ and a flerce 
struggle ensued before the crowd was 
finally dispersed. 

Clement Pfuetzner, one of those arrest- 
ed, was badly cut in the hand. A num- 
ber of children in the crowd were knock- 
ed down in the melee and trampled upon, 
but none was seriously injured. In all 
twenty-five persons were badly beaten and 
bruised. 

After the affray numerous small cards 
oes on the street and in the vicinl- 
ty cént ing two verses of poetry, urging 
the workingmen to be free, to throw off 
the yoke of bondage and fight for lib- 
erty and to lay down their lives, if neces- 
say, to overthrow the government and at- 
tain freedom. The card bore the head- 
ing: 

‘‘Workingmen, emancipate yourselves!” 

The police assert that these cards were 
printed in San Francisco and were fre- 
ceived here by the anarchists several days 
ago and have been secretly distributed. 
A large quantity of literature advocating 
anarchy and a book containing the names 


and addresses of several hundred anar- 


chistic sympathizers were received by the 
police. 


Not Believed in Washington. 
Washington, August 5.—The report of

Columbus, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—In 
no county in Alabama will the election 
rage harder tomorrow than in Lee. Lee 
is ordinarily a democratic county, but 
this year there are two tickets for county 
offices, one of the democratic factions in 

the county having turned independent. 

The present trouble dates back to the 
Morgan-Johnston senatorial campaign. 
The feeling between the two factions In 
the county ran high, and the Morgan 
people became aroused when the county 
executive committee, then controlled by 
the Johnston faction, failed to call any 
primary or make any arrangement where- 
by the white democrats of the county 
could express their choice for United 
States senator. The executive committee 
was enlarged by virture of a process ren- 
dered legal in an emergency like this.

date for the primary and also arranged 
for a county convention. The Johnston 
people refused to participate in the pri- 
Mary, and Morgan received the solid 
vote of the county.

TOM WATERS WILL 


Chargedwith Poisoning His Wife at 
Statesboro. 


WAS BOUND OVER FOR TRIAL 


What the Evidence at Commitment 
Trial Showed. 


IT WAS ALL CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE 


-Judge Brannen Thought It Was Suf- 
ficient To Hold the Young 
Man for Trial. 


Statesboro, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)— 
The preliminar¢? ‘trial of Tom Waters, 
charged with poisoning his wife, resulted, 
as published this morning, in the bind- 
ing of Waters over to the = su- 
perior court on the charge of 
murder. The woman died on the 
ist of July, and at the coroner’s inquest 
it was decided to have her stomach ex- 
amined to, ascertain whether or not she 
had beén poisoned. The report of the 
chemist to the coroner was made jast 
Monday, to the effect that there was 
found in the stomach enough strychnine 
to produce death.. Acting upon this find- 
ing, Mr. Mans Hagin, a brother of the 
deceased woman, swore out warrants for 
the husband, T. M. Waters, ard his 
mother, Mrs. Hester Waters, who were 
given a preliminary trial before Judge 
Brannen} which ended yesterday. Waters 
was botnd over and his mother  dis- 
charged. . 

Dr. Slack, the chemist, was present at 
the trial, and exhibited the poison which 
he had- found, béing about half-a grain of

strychnine, which he said had been ob- 
tained from an analysis of about one-third 
of the stomach and liver. This quantity, 
he said, was sufficient to have produced 
death in from five minutes to two hours. 
He thought that an analysis of the entire 
stomach and liver would have revealed 
from a grain to a grain and a half of the 
yoison. Besides the strychnine, the doctor 
exhibited in court a small particle of ap- 
ple peel which he had found in the stom- 
ach, and in which a strong magnifying 
glass showed a puncture with strychnine 
stains about it. 

Preceding this testimceny a negro mid- 
wife had testified that the woman was 
eating an apple at the time she feil in a 
convulsion,’ dving in half an hour. She 
stated that she had cautioned the de- 
ceased that in her condition the appie 
might not be good for her, and that Mrs. 
Hester Waters, who was present, had sug- 
gested that she had best not swallow the 
pulp.

Bullet Hole in the Head of Each Told 
of Violent Death. 


POLICE ARE BADLY PUZZLED 


Pistols Were Picked Up Within Fey 
Feet of Dead Bodies. 


MAY HAVE BEEN DUEL 10 DEATH 


One Theory Is That the Woman Kill- 
ed Her Husband and Then 
Committed Suicide. 


Philadelphia, August 5.—Robert W. Sin- 
clair, aged fifty-one years, a fruit com- 
mission merchant in this. city, and his 
wife, Annie, aged thirty-two years, were 
both found dead last night with a bullet 
hole in each of their heads.in the garden 
in front of their summer home at Green 
Tree stacion, on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, near this city. Whether it was a 
case of mutual suicide or murder and 
suicide will probably never be known. The 
couple had frequently quarreled, and some 
time ago separaied. Last week the wife 
returned to her husband’s house. Sinclair 
and wife each carried a pistol, but for 
what reason, no one could ever find out. 
2st night as the husband reached iiome 
and was entering the gate neighbors heard 
him exclaim: 

“Don’t shoot,’”’ and a few seconds later 
two shots in quick succession were heard. 
Several of the neighbors rushed into the 
garden, and in the darkness found Mrs. 
Sinclair lying dead. Close to her head 
was his révolver. Ti42 husband was lying 
a few feet away and died a few minutes 
later without “regaining consciousness. 
The wife’s pistol was found about three 
feet from his body. 

The police authorities made every effort 
today to unravel the mystery. There are 
three theories as to how the tragedy oc- 
curred. One that they agreed on mutual 
suicide; second, that each fired at the 
other in a duel, and third, that the wife 
killed the husband with her pistol, threw 
it near his body and then took her own 
life with his revolver. The police are in- 
clined to think the last theory the correct 
one. ; ‘

Manila, August 5.—There has been an 


increase of insurgent activity during the 
last three weeks, especially in the way 
of ambushes and attacks upon small par- 
ties. First Lieutenant Alstetter, of the 
engineer corps, with an escort of fifteen 
men, was taken {in ambush in the prov- 
ince of Ecija, Luzon, by a large force. 
The Americans fought until their ammu- 
nition was gone and as they were sur- 
rounded, there was nothing to do but 
surrender. One man was killed and thres 
wounded. 

General Lacuna, in command of the tn- 
surgents, returned the wounded with a 
letter promising to treat the prisoners 
well. Lieutenant Bovton Huelsberg was 
ambushed and killed near Santa Cruz, 
province of Laguna. 

Five men of the Twenty-fourth infan- 
try were captured in Nueva Eclia, but 
Sergeant Schmidt, of the Twelfth infan- 
try. with seven men, trailed the captors 
and killed five. 

Captain Lara, of the Manila native. po- 
lice, was dangerously shot by an unknown 
assailant yesterday, while on the street. 
He had been effectively engaged in en- 
forcing regulations.and had made enemies 
among the Filipinos, some of whom have 
long threatened vengeance. Lara had 
been generally accused of gross corrup- 
tion in office and specific charges were 
made against him by American officers. 

At the suggestion of Archbishop Chap- 
pelle, Judge Taft has been examining the 
heads of the religious orders, as well as 
Monsignor Nozaledas and other ecclesi- 
astics, preparatory to the time when it 
shall be necessary to take definite action 
regarding the affairs of the friars and the 
church.

Was the Second Bishop of Portland. 
Born at Macon, Ga. 

Portland, Me. August 5.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Dr. James Augustine Healy, the 
second Catholic bishop of Portland, died 
suddenly this afterncon from acute indi- 
gestion.

there was no question at first that it 
would be granted over the mayor’s 
veto. 
But within the past week those who 
keep in close touch with city politics 
and affairs have voiced rumors that this 
would not be the case; that some of the 
councilmen who voted to grant the fran- 
chise would not vote to override the 
mayor’s veto. It is partly because of 
these vague and uncertain whispers that 
go much general interest centers on the 
yote this afternoon. Members of council 
seen yesterday professed an utter inabil- 
ity to forecast what action would be 
taken or what the final vote would be. 

In addition to the members of council, 
the chamber will probably be filled with 
citizens who are either directly or indi- 
rectly interested in the fate of the fran- 
chise. 

The special council committee on the 
waterworks, of which Councilman Min- 
hinnett is chairman, has been at work 
investigating the causes of the recent 
accidents at the waterworks ever since 
the committee of citizens was organized, 
and the result of their investigations 
may be considered after the franchise 
matter is disposed of.

Commander Morio, of Japan, in his re- 
port of Seymour’s march notes the be- 
lief that the Chinese cast their lot with 
the boxers because of the bombardment 
of Taku. 


FATHER MARQUET TELIS IT. 


Roman Catholic Missionary Describes 
Conditions in China, 

New York, August 5.—In a letter from 
the Rev. Father Marquet, the superior of 
the Roman Catholic missfonaries in the 
province of Chi Li, China, just received 
here, he says that at the beginning of the 
boxer outbreak the Chinese authorities 
scught to protect the Christians. He tells 
how the native Christians fought against 
the boxers and defeated them. 

“The boxers say that by the help of 
certain incantations,” writes Father Mar- 
quet, “they became invulnerable as soon 
as the spirit to which they surrender 
themselves has taken possession of them. 
But whenever a Christian is present, or 
wherever a church stands, the spirit, they 
say, does not descend upon therm, and so 
they cannot become invulnerable. In 
fact, not far from the Christian establish- 
ment of Tchu Kin Ho three of those who 
had been initiated volunteered after their 
ircantations to be fired at. The first of 
them was instantly killed, while the two 
others were wounded mortally. 

“It was market day and the boxers, 
afraid of losing their prestige before the 
pcople, proclaimed: loudly that this was 
the fault of the Christians. They spread 
the news that neophytes had killed one of 
their adherents and wounded the others, 
and declared their intention of getting rid 
of the Christians, sacking their houses 
and burning their churches,”’ 

Of the beginning of actual 
Father Marquet writes: 

“With the exception of three communi- 
ties which, foreseeing what was about to 
happen, had armed themselves and two 
others which were protected by pagan

at Kin Tcheou was sacked. 
At Leou Pa Tchoang a _ Christian 
who wanted to save his house was 
stabbed, then an inflammable fluid was 
poured over his body arid set on fire while 
hg was still breathing. A few days later 
it was the turn of the Christian establish- 
ments of Pou Tcheng, Keo Ho and Tong 
Koang. The district of Father Andlauer, 
the real hotbed of the boxers, suffered 
mcst. 

“The boxers, numbering £00, attacked 
the Christians at Ton Tai Kon, not far 
distant from our residence. The Chris- 
tians had taken up arms. Intrepid, 
though few in number, the Christians 
waited for the boxers, and from the roofs 
of their houses spread death and havoe 
in the ranks of the,enemy. The boxers 
fled, but soon rallied at the sound of 
their tom-tom in a neighboring village 
and again were getting ready to storm 
the village when trumpets were heard, 
which had the effect of throwing them 
into disorder and made them take flight 
permanently. The approaching force was 
a troop of cavalry of the regular army, 
Father Becker, in a most pressing letter, 
had requested the mandarin to dispatch 
to his help. The cavalrymen came in 
great haste, and though they. reached the 
scene of action too late to take part in 
the victory, they at least scattered the 
enemy. 

‘Altogether forty-five Christian commu- 
nities were devastated, in which no re- 
ligious service of any kind can be held. 
Should the soldiers which were sent to our 
help be fecalled by events occurring on 
the sea coasts, or at Tien Tsin, we would 
again be at the mercy of these countless 
hordes who chérish In their hearts an im- 
placable hatred of Europeans and the 
Christian. religion.”
